Bowhunters, get ready 


While August weather is a long way from the crisp 
days of Fall normally associated with hunting, this is the 
month that most bowhunters start to think seriously 
about getting ready. 
In 
fact, 
California bowbenders are already deer 
hunting (beginning July 6th) in the earliest season in the 
country. Utah and Colorado follow with mid- August 
openers drawing archers from all points of the national 
com pass who head for the high western m ountains in 
search of trophy mule deer. 
The Missouri archery season opens Oct. 1. 
With 
the 
National 
Field 
Archery 
Association 
Championships wrapping up in Ju ly, serious tournament 
competition is about over for the year, target bows are 
laid up and the hunting bows come off the racks. The “ big 


sticks” as archers call them are readied for pre- season 
work outs as groups of bowhunters get together for stump 
shoots and tin can sessions to familiarize themselves once 
more with these heavier weapons. 
“ Working your muscles back into shape for that heavy 
bow should be done slow ly” says Doug Kittredge a famed 
bowhunter who holds the world record for the largest 
mountain lion ever taken by an archer. “ Don’t overdo 
shooting sessions at first” cautions Kittredge, “ ju st shoot 
for fifteen or twenty minutes a day for the first week or 
so, and pull the bow a few times in the morning before 
work, just for exercise” . 
George Wright, an eight year member o f the Pen 
Pearson 
Bowhunting 
Advisory 
S taff 
suggests 
that 
bowhunters get away from shooting at targets. “ 1 believe 


that we get too bullseye oriented” says Wright, “ there’s 
no spot on that big buck, just one you imagine.” 
Wright practices on an em pty hay bale, just one bale 
which he states is close to being about the size of a big 
deer’s body. His practice method revolves around putting 
one arrow in a very certain spot on the bale, shooting at 
an 
imaginary 
aiming 
point 
from all distances and 
positions. It pays off for George Wright who collects 
several trophy bucks a year in the western states. 
John Lam icq, another Pearson S taff member who is a 
professional guide in Colorado feels that the most 
im portant 
practice element 
is to shoot a lot, with 
broadheads. 
John shoots into old bales and does a lot o f roving 
around the country o f his native Colorado scouting out 
Brock steals pair 


the game haunts. He takes his bow and shoots at spots in 
soft dirt banks, pine cones on grassy hillsides and similar 
marks. “ I may wreck a Switchblade broadhead or two, 
but when the season rolls around I’m ready and I know 
where those blades are going to go.” 
T hat’s good advice, seasoned bowhunters agree that 
broadheads have their own flight characteristics, nothing 
beats practice with the real thing.

“ There are a lot of ways a bowhunter can practice 
says Jim Dougherty, Director o f the Ben Pearson Advisory 
Staff. “ It really doesn’t matter what he does as long as he 
gets out in plenty of time before the season and does it, 
each bowhunter will figure out whats best for him, doing 
it is the important thing when the time for that shot 
comes along.”

James Buckley (Cons., 
R-N.Y.) and 13 other Senators, has introduced a bill 
which would require auto manufacturers to continue 
offering such equipment, but would leave its purchase 
by car buyers optional. The bill, already passed by the 
House, would repeal a regulation in effect less than one 
year.

This effort failed when Ramsey 
was beaten by Senator Nelson 
Tinnin, but it should be noted

DEAR READER - (Had to 
oblige. A study on the blood 
levels of carbon monoxide in 
nonsm okers confined to a 
room with smokers was car­ 
ried out by researchers at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital in 
London. The report was pub­ 
lished in Lancet, a British 


m edical journal, the last 
week of March 1973. There 
are also other studies that 
show the level of carbon 
m o n o x id e in s m o k e -fille d 
rooms often exceeds the level 
safe for industry. 
In the United States, Mod­ 
ern Medicine, a journal for 
doctors, published the posi­ 
tion of the American College 
of Chest 
Physicians in its 
December 25, 1972 issue. The 
college believes the smoker 
should be separated from the 
non-smoker and has done so 
for all its state and national 
meetings. When the ventila­ 
tion is not adequate, the 
smoker is “banished" from 
m atters*th e meeting hall entirely. 
In a statement of rights for 
non s m o k e r s th e c o l l e g e 
stated: 
“The American College of 
Chest 
Physicians b elieves 
that cigarette smoking not 
only is hazardous to the 
health of the individual who 
smokes but also is hazardous 
to the health of the individual 
who does NOT smoke, but 
who inhales the hazardous 
constituents in the air pro­ 
duced by the smoker.” 
“The College believes that 
the smoker, although main­ 
taining his right to choose to 
smoke, should consider his 
obligation to society by not 
infringing on the rights of the 
nonsmoker." 
In my opinion sm oking 
should be outlawed in all 
public places and 
in all 
public transportation. Surely 
one of the basic rights of all 
human beings is not to be 
poisoned by the unnecessary 
habits of others.
